Was not this ſo practiſed in the 
Years 1754 and 1755 by the Com- 
miſſion Trade at Waterford and other 
Sea Ports: That in the Spring follow- 
ing each of theſe Years, Oats ſold in 
the Country, from nine to eleven 
Shillings per Barrel, though bought 
up by Commiſion, and that ſhortly 
after the Harveſt, from four to five Shil- 
lings: Had none of this Corn been 
ſold back again to us even at the high 
Price, and had more been taken away,

Or how would the Farmer have been 
ſupplied for his Spring Sowing 2. 


Wiſely has this been foreſeen by 
our Government, when they laid on
